7 he episode still is not clearly understood, either in 
the United States or in Lo n d o n ; Great Britain, in all proba­ 
b ility , has lost whatever coming w ar it faces. 
Stripped of nonsense and propaganda, the facts are 
simple enough. Near East oil has long been the “ lifeline” 
of Great Britain. 
Part of the background of the First 
W o rld W a r was the kaiser s threat, through the Berlin- 
to-Bagdad project, of severing that lifeline. 
In the recent war. England was lined up for slaughter 
from the day when H itler and Mussolini cut the line in the 
Mediterranean. O n ly Am erican oil saved England. 
I he need for re-establishing that lifeline dictated the 
course of the whole w ar; it was all very well to talk of the 
“ soft under belly" of Europe. W h at was imperative was 
access to that Middle East oil. Ell Alem ain unlocked the 
door, the North A frican campaign opened it. 
N ow the British lifeline again has been hacked. R u s­ 
sia, by a secret deal which apparently fooled the U N 
Security Council completely, has seized control of one of 
the tw o major Middle East oil sources, that of Iran. 
In the m ilitary sense, Russia has scored a tremendous 
victory. Had armies fought the matter out, and not dip­ 
lomats, the engagement might be listed as among the 
world s strategic battles. W h at Russia has done is import­ 
ant not in giving Russia more oil— she has m any other 
sources to draw upon— but in taking it aw ay from En g ­ 
land. G reat Britain m ay prove to h a v e re c e iv e d a blow 
from which she can never recover.
